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Small man has had 
value for money 


By J. D. RICHARDS, president of the CEA 


EVIEWING what the CEA has done in recent months, 

one finds that the plight of the small independent 
exhibitor has been given priority to the fullest extent 
compatible with the overall well-being of the industry. In con- 
trast to the impotent bellyaching that seems to have been the 
sole contribution of a vociferous minority outside the CEA, we 
have been able to achieve much for those most in need. 

When everybody else had given the 1959 tax campaign up for 
lost, the CEA organised and spearheaded the fight that obtained 
essential relief during the Committee stage of the Finance Bill. 
It was our know-how that found the way and then secured the 
additional £400,000 gained from the back-dating of the £20 
rebate. 


Tax concession 


Then we negotiated with the KRS a formula that secured the 
whole or half the tax concession free of film hire for not far 
short of a thousand exhibitors. This was followed by the 
exclusion of the tax rebate from the total of net receipts when 
determining any qualification for exemption from the FIDO 
levy. 

Thus, in all our relations with other organisations we have 
never ceased to have especial regard for those cinema owners 
that are having the toughest time in tough times. 

A further example is the new tariff now agreed with the PRS 
after protracted and involved negotiation lasting nearly a year. 

Another instance is to be found in the modifications intro- 
duced into the Government's new quota legislation. 

But the success story has some missing chapters that I would 
liked to have been able to write. 

In my personal opinion it was a great pity that we were 
unable to get agreement to launch an industry-wide national 
advertising campaign. It would appear that such co-operative 
efforts have boosted attendances in the United States. 

Even so, discussion of the conception sparked off activity in 
many CEA branches with beneficial results. In many towns 
local newspaper publicity and editorial presentation of cinema 
programmes has vastly improved in consequence. 

Also on the debit side, our many representations to the KRS 
concerning the adverse effects on subsequent run theatres of 
extended, prior playing time, for the better films appear not to 
have borne fruit. 

Admittedly, it is a very complicated issue and in the main is 


the natural outcome of the vicious circle of declining attendances 
increasing a product shortage that engenders a further fall-off. 

It is not easy for renters to pursue enlightened sales policies, 
but too few of them realise that they are putting themselves out 
of jobs when they prejudice the continued existence of the 
suburban halls by going out to obtain longer first runs. 

Today the salesman is scrapped—tomorrow it will be the 
managing director as another distributor finds that the available 
output will not support a separate entity. 

In addition, so-called road-show presentations are hastening 
the day when there will only be a few theatres left to exhibit a 
handful of films per annum. Instead of trying to preserve a mass 
market economy, renters are steadily helping to destroy their 
own fetail outlets and intensifying the harm done by 
unfavourable external factors. 

However, despite the imperfections, the small man has had 
very good value for his CEA subscription. 

But there is a limit to what an association can accomplish in 
relation to the realities of the problems and position of the 
industry. Exhibitors must do some of their own fighting. 

Nobody suggests that it is simple or possible in some instances 
to overcome trading difficulties but on occasions there is still 
an undue tendency to seek escapist scapegoats rather than con- 
centrate more on building business at the box-office. 


Supreme effort 


This is understandable all the while Entertainments Duty still 
prevents us giving whole-hearted attention to the problem of 
expanding the industry’s income. 

Therefore, let make a supreme effort to get rid of the incubus 
once and for all. 

This means that in the coming Parliamentary recess each and 
every Conservative MP must be left in no doubt as to the 
stupidity and futility of depriving an important industry of a 
vital proportion of its revenues for the sake of a_ paltry 
Exchequer yield. 

With the tax out of the way and given the Hollywood quality 
if not quantity renaissance that appears to be in being, we might 
well find some of our other problems solving themselves as 
bigger returns generate a greater output from the studios

We should not neglect the danger that 
1 new unity may be forged at the expense 
of those outside the charmed circle.

Vital markets 


These are the vital markets in Europe 
and we should not 
there by

Outer Seven (the United Kingdom, 
Austria, Denmark, Norway, Portugal, 
Sweden, Switzerland). Of these seven only 
the United Kingdom has a film industry of 
any commercial importance. The other six 
of the seven between them have attend- 
ances totalling only 350 million—less than 
half the German figure alone. 


Welcome 


Our trade with those countries is useful 
and welcome, but not great in volume and, 
as their current restrictions are of minor 
importance, no significant increase can be 
secured by liberalisation measures. There 
is little our industry can gain by turning 
from the Six to the Seven, but there is a 
great deal we can lose if we give the im- 
pression that we are joining some sort of 
trade war against the Common Market. 


This, of course, does not mean that we 
should refuse any suggestion of a co-pro- 
duction agreement with a suitable country 
among the Seven, though, personally, I 
would see much greater advantage in a co- 
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production agreement with Russia, whose 
vast markets have so far hardly been 
tapped. 


We should not allow our preoccupations 
with the problems of Europe to make us 
neglect the older forms of co-production 
we have long enjoyed. In the first place, 
the British film industry has benefited a 
great deal from the opportunities of mak- 
ing films in the Commonwealth. 


Retrograde step 


It would be a retrograde step if the Gov 
ernment accepted the amendment proposed 
by the BFPA requiring that a British film 
must only use a United Kingdom studio. 


This would be a panic measure. There 
is no sign of British films abandoning 
British studios for Ardmore, Africa, Aus- 
tralia and the West Indies, though there are 
a few which can be made outside these 
islands by British companies and which 
bring back to our cinemas exciting films to 
attract our lost audiences. 


New regulations 


If, at some later date, the competition 
from Commonwealth studios seriously 
threatens the life of British studios, it 
would always be possible for the Govern- 
ment to bring in new levy regulations with 
a minimum of delay. 


Even more important is our need to 
maintain and encourage the development 
of Anglo-American co-operation, which 
has not only saved our industry from bank- 
ruptcy but is still fertilising British industry 
with new ideas and skills. There is no 
need at this stage to embroider this argu- 
ment. It is not, however, enough to pay 
lip service to this need if we do not also 
ensure that the new Films Bill adds no re- 
strictions to the traditions of Anglo-Ameri 
can co-production. 


Foreign producers 


Broadly speaking, the Bill has accepted 
this case, but there are one or two pro- 
visions which are regrettably deterrent. At 
the moment of writing we do not know 
what form the ill-starred Clause 8 dealing 
with foreign producers and directors will 
take at the Report Stage. It has already 
been clarified and improved but, in the 
interests of Anglo-American co-production, 
it would be better if this clause were de 
leted altogether. 


Whichever way we look it seems clear 
that we should avoid the narrow tempta- 
tions of restrictionism and seize our oppor- 
tunities for experiment, adventure and 
variety. 


France now

ECALLED to the post of Director-General of the French National Cinema 


Centre, | am particularly happy to greet all members of the British film 
industry, and to evoke with them the bonds of friendship which date back to our 
common victory. 


One of my most cherished memories is that of the day when I attended the 
presentation of the first French film, in London, in 1945. It was “ Les Enfants 
Du Paradis.” 

Since then, we have always tried to tie closer links between our two countries 
through a widening exchange of films. 


France likes British films 


The French public appreciates and loves British films, and I think I can safely 
say that French films meet with considerable success in Britain. 


If, today, we notice real progress and encouraging results in this exchange 
policy, we should not rest on our laurels but go further. We must, I believe, 


unite our two countries in an ever closer and more profitable co-operation within 
the field of cinema. 


In the past few years, Europe has adopted a policy of international co-produc- 
tion. Franco-lItalian co-production, born in 1947, showed the way. Today it 
can bring the fruit of its experience and the assurance of success to the various 
national industries. 


Fruitful collaboration 


At a time when competition is difficult, the cinema’s duty is to offer a form 
of entertainment better adapted, always fresh, and acceptable for all countries. 


Co-production is the best means of achieving this goal. It means the possi- 
bility of wider credits for producers, as well as the fruitful collaboration of the 
two countries’ best authors, technicians and actors. 


It also makes it possible to achieve — within the field of culture and the arts 
— a better reciprocal knowledge of our arts and our ways of life. It can state 
more clearly the great economic and social problems which tend to become 
similar for every country. 


At this time of the year, my wish is that 1960 will witness the realisation of a 
closer union between the film industries of Britain and France.

WELL, 1959 is nearly through and what a year 
it's been for British pictures. 

British films stood up to the incredibly hot 
summer far better than the American and easily 
took the top places with “Carry On Nurse ” 
(Anglo Amalgamated), “I'm All Right, Jack” 
(British Lion), “The Inn Of The Sixth Happi- 
ness ” (Twentieth Century-Fox), “ Room At The 
Top” (British Lion-Independent), “ North West 
Frontier" (Rank), “The 39 Steps” (Rank), 
“The Square Peg” (Rank), “Carry On 
Teacher" (Anglo Amalgamated), “ The Sheriff 
Of Fractured Jaw” (Twentieth Century-Fox), 
“Operation Bullshine" (AB-Pathe), “tom 
thumb” (MGM), “I Only Arsked” (Colum- 
bia) and “ The Bridal Path” (British Lion). 

A fabulously assorted “ baker’s dozen,’ but 
the cinema box-office’s staff of life. 

The Americans can only crow in the “ hard 
ticket " field, covered by “ The Ten Command- 
ments "’ (Paramount), * South Pacific " 
(Twentieth Century-Fox), “Around The World 
In 80 Days” (United Artists) and “ Gigi” 
(MGM). Talking of the “booked seat” pro- 
positions, the release pattern is steadily changing 
and in the near future at least one cinema in 
each key town will be devoted to “ special 
runs.” 


Wide cross-section 


As for the “man in the street” films, I've 
taken a wide cross-section of renter, circuit and 
exhibitor opinion and have no hesitation in 
announcing “Carry On Nurse” (Anglo 
Amalgamated) as the biggest money-maker and 
most popular picture of 1959. Its down-to-earth 
humour and wholesome vulgarity gave it box- 
office edge. 

“I'm All Right, Jack” (British Lion) was 
close up second—both * Carry On Nurse” and 
“I'm All Right, Jack” are British to the core 
—and “The Inn Of The Sixth Happiness ” 
(Twentieth Century-Fox). a British production 
featuring international stars, was only a whisker 
away third. 

Fourth place goes to “Room At The Top” 
(British Lion-Independent), a first-class British X 
certificate opus, and favourite of the intelli- 
gentsia and the crowd. 

British films have been a boon to many 
American companies. Twentieth Century-Fox 
had another British winner in “ The Sheriff Of 
Fractured Jaw,’ the Hammer Boys presented 
Columbia with its largest grossers, “I Only 
Arsked" and “ Yesterday's Enemy,” both 
British, and “tom thumb,” that delightful 
British screen fairy story, topped MGM's list. 

The remarkable thing about “Carry On 
Nurse was that it rocketed into the strato- 
sphere unaided by outstanding British or inter- 
national stars. Clearly a triumph of team work. 

Another important factor, its costs were kept 
down without sacrificing quality. It made every- 
body happy—its backers, the exhibitors (who got 
it on reasonable terms), and the public. Definitely 
a case Of a film’s accountancy being as sound 
as Ms script.

It came out on the eve of the General Elec- 
tion, and since it parodied politics and the trade 
unions its release date proved most propitious. 
The film had the benefit of well-known names, 
yet made a real star of Peter Sellers. 


But * The Inn Of The Sixth Happiness "’ had 
the lot. Book values—it was adapted from a 
best-seller, a terrific cast headed by Ingrid Berg- 
man, Curt Jurgens and the late Robert Donat, 
vast backgrounds, CinemaScope and Techni- 
colour. Its wide success has prompted Twentieth 
Century-Fox to make more films in this coun- 
try. Billoh for * Sink The Bismarck! ” 

And don’t forget that the greatest 
“double bill’ of all time, “ Genevieve” and 
“ Doctor In The House ” (Rank) is British. The 
programme comes out every year and the older 
it gets the more money it takes. 

Naming the renter of the year presented the 
most ticklish problem of all. It must be remem- 
bered that quantity as well as quality must come 
into the reckoning for one hundred and fifty-six 
pictures are needed annually to meet the needs 
of major circuits, and that quota obligations 
must be met.

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THE BRITISH PRODUCTION SCENE 


A SIGNIFICANT YEAR 


HE most significant year in British post-wa 

production has just ended. k has been 
significant on three counts—sheer volume of 
output ; a new-found awareness thal pictures can 
be adult and entertaining; and the emergence of 
a new pattern of production and distribution in 
which creative individuals have as much say as 
the impersonal mammoth companics. 

Overall production of first and second features 
during the year (September to September) shot 
from last year’s record of 110 to 120. First 
features went up from 76 to 86, another post-war 
record. 

There are two reasons for this gratifying bust: 

the discovery that carefully angled pictures can 
sull make a fortune from the world box-offices 
und the rather alarming discovery that through 
last year’s over-caution there is a world shortage 
of pictures. 

Of many of the past year’s productions—and 
1 use the word loosely—the least said the better. 
They were quickly set up and quickly made links 
of film designed to fill a gap. That is how they 
were conceived ; that is how they appeared on the 
screen 

But this was more than compensated by the 
number of pictures which, whether comedy or 
drama, were adult and successful. Julian Winile 
and Leslie Parkyn showed that the police force 
might not be all it should be; the Boulting 
Brothers took a withering look at the trade 
unions; and the Woolf Brothers showed that it is 
possible to reach the top without the usual type 
of ability. 

lind Date.” “I'm All Right, Jack” and 
“ Room at the Top ” all had a point of view, and 
all, as they say, were resounding box-office hits 


Co-operative 


In April the co-operative company of Bryan- 
ston set up shop, a group of sixteen working film- 
makers setung out to back and distribute their 
own pictures. This was the inevitable outcome of 
a long-smouldering feeling among producers 
directors and writers that they could make far 
better pictures—and possibly far better money 
without the interference of the major companies 

Using the physical distribution facilities of 
British Lion. Bryanston promised six top features 
during its first working vear, One has already been 
completed, three are now in production, and now 
a further three are set for early New Year. 

Bryanston was undoubtedly the blueprint for 
Allied Film Makers which was formed six months 
later. Allied, a more compact version of Bryan- 
sion, works with Rank and has extended its 
membership to artists. 

The trend seems likely to continue. Apart 
from their Allied activities, Richard Atten- 
borough and Bryan Forbes have already com- 
pleted their own personal production, “ The 
Angry Silence.” Stanley Baker and Max Bygraves 
are among artists likely to venture into produc- 
tion next year: they too have their own ideas as 
to what is a good film, and what is a good part 
for them to play 

On the face of it, nothing but good can come 
fram the new pattern, dedicated film people 
making the pictures they think should be made. 


in the hight of their own experience ; but basically 
their problem is the same as the majors; they are 
only as good as their pictures—and, presumably, 
hey are not so well equipped as the large com- 
panies to ride out financial flops. 

Only time will tell if their judgment was justi- 
fied. 

Television production also went up during the 
year, Eighteen series were filmed compared with 
fifteen in 1958; and, again, there was some effort 
to raise the standard, not only by using top stars 
but by bringing in top directors from the feature 
field 

If 1959 was an exciting year, 1960 seems even 
more promising. From the following outline of 
films to be made studio activity looks like estab- 
lishing a new post-war record in the New Year 


RANK: Four personal Pinewood productions 
are set for early 1960. The first, due to start on 
January 4, is Hugh Stewart's production * We're 
in the Mink,”’ based on Peter Coke's stage play

Betty Box is also likely to film “ No Love for 
Johnnie.” based on the controversial novel 

In addition, Rank will also handle a formid- 
able line-up to be made through Sydney Box 
Associates. Titles include “ Love Birds,” starring 
Brian Rix, produced by David Henley, directed 
hy Darcy Conyers and scripted by the author, 
John Chapman: “ Not in the Book,” produced 
by Norman Williams and scripted by Peter 
Blackmore from Arthur Watkyn’s play: “ No 
Concern of Mine,” from Jeremy Kingston's play ; 
‘Milk and Honey,” from Philip King’s play: 
* Watch It Sailor!,” also based on a Philip King 
play “See No Evil.” an original by Jimmy 
Sangster, and “ Time to Kill,” another original 
by Leigh Vance.

HE ice-cream industry has been described as 
an industry with an exciting history, an active 
present and a future of untold possibilities. 
Historical references are legion and stretch 
back as far as the Book of Genesis. 


Dr. Brian J. Boffey, who recently took up a 
senior research appointment with Rowntree and 
Co., at its York factory, in a recent address to 
the Sheffield University Chemical Society men- 
tioned a dinner which James II attended in 1686, 
when a dozen ice-cream dishes were on the 
menu at a £1 each

Cups of tea and biscuits in the afternoon, all 
included in the price of the matinee ticket, was 
one of the most popular innovations and there 
were, of course, many more ingenious ideas, but 
they all added up in the end to the desire of the 
cinema industry to provide a “service” and a 
‘welcome "’ to the intending patron. 


Competition from the established theatre and 
music hall was keen and the cinema owner had 
to fight for his business. He did it superbly 
and the hard core of the lessons learnt in those 
early days still forms the basis of the cinema 
industry, as we know it today. 

Any business devoted to supplying a public 
want or need such as the entertainment business. 
the accent is always on “ service.” 

Too much ill-formed opinion has been given 
on the subject of “ sales in cinemas" and as is 
usual with people whose ideas are jaundiced the 
emphasis has been placed on the overall profit 
which accrues to the exhibitor from sales in his 
theatre. 


No thought is given by his critics to the fact 
that a “ service” which involves the selling of a 


commodity can only succeed if there is a public 
need. 

Ice-cream selling in cinemas came about very 
much in this way. It was a far more acceptable 
sale than the unshelled peanut used to be and 
much less noisy. The sale of 
rocketed with advantage both 
and the customer. 

Today ice-cream is attractively and hygieni- 
cally packed and presented to the patron. 

The screen carries a punchy informative 
trailer to announce a sales interval and the type 
of ice-cream which is available. 

The price is right—the product is appetising 
and, generally, the service is excellent. 

The story could, of course, end here—but it 
doesn't 

The cinema has had problems, which is per- 
haps quite an understatement, in view of all the 
closures, the threats of closures and the so- 
called menace of television. 

The closures are regrettable, though in some 
cases, inevitable, but the determination to pro- 
vide a first-class standard of entertainment, ser- 
vice and comfort is more apparent today than 
ever before. Apart from the refurbishing and 
rebuilding which is going on, suppliers such as 
Eldorado are helping in a wholly practical way 
to fight the attendance recession 

Quite apart from its general service to exhibi- 
tors such as supplying up-to-the-minute

The sales force, all of whom have been 
recruited from the cinema ficld, has received 
instruct.ons to co-operate with managements in 
putting over publicity tie-ups which will be 
mutually advantageous. The reception accorded 
this idea has been nothing short of staggering 

The company has taken part in co-operative 
ventures rang.ng from talent competitions, 
beauty contests, painting competitions, children's 
matinees, “ Snowy the Bear ™ features, even to 
putting a man in a barrel on the stage of a 
South Wales cinema, as an escape challenge 

The total newspaper coverage, television and 
radio time given to these combined operauions 
has been of inestimable value to everyone con 
cerned. It forms a pattern of interest which can 
do nothing but good—it isn't new—other indus 
tries have been doing it for years 

The promotion of ice-cream sales in cinemas 
requires imagination and anything that a supplier 
can do to stimulate interest is surely good busi 
ness

OUR GROWING 
STATURE 


AT THIS time of the year it is customary 
to look back over the preceding 12 months to 
assess results at the box-office, and to give 
credit to the films and talents that have con- 
tributed most to the welfare of the industry.

This new organisation which has been set up 
is another important step in the development of 
inter-trade relations on an international scale 

It establishes a closer liaison between the two 
international bodies representing the exhibitors 
ind pr ducers respectively. In fact, it goes be- 
yond that, for it is now representative of exhi- 
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bitors, distributors, producers and 
laboratory owning companies. 

The two international bodies jointly prepared 
i draft constitution, but as a result of the meet- 
ing of the exhibitors’ group (UIEC) in Paris last 
month, it has been substantially revised and BIC 
is now, broadly speaking, based on the pattern 
of our committee of the five trade associations. 

The benefits to be derived from closer liaison 
berween the different sections of the industry has 
been well demonstrated in Britain where, through 
the medium of the committee of the five trade 
associations, much happier relationships have 
been established, making possible a united ap- 
proach to many difficult trade problems. 

The need for an international body, represen- 
tative of all sections of the trade, has become 
apparent in recent times, as, to an increasing 
degree, the problems of one country become the 
problems of other countries, seriously affecting 
the interests of the industry throughout the 
world. 

We cannot expect tp see immediate benefits 
from the new set-up, but given adequate sup- 
port, its influence will surely grow and manifest 
itself in the years ahead.

Standardisation move 


THERE is a move afoot to obtain the accep- 
tance of single-track magnetic sound as a 
standard for release prints 

It is now strongly felt that the advantages of 
the tremendous strides made in magnetic record- 
ing and reproduction would be lost to the 
industry unless there is universal acceptance of 
magnetic reproduction in cinemas 

The opinion is that the optical track has out- 
lived its usefulness and that the combined mag- 
optical track, which gave the exhibitor a choice, 
is an expedient that is unsatisfactory and does 
not give the standard of quality which is con- 
sidered to be desirable at the present time. 

It is proposed that the magnetic soundhead 
for the single magnetic track should be inter- 
posed between the top spool box and the gate 
so that the optical soundhead can be retained 
until optical tracks disappear from the market 

I think it must be recognised within the trade 
that magnetic reproduction, either multi-rack, 
or single-track as the alternative, is an essential 
prerequisite of good sound in cinemas and the 
sooner optical tracks are discarded, the betier

CEA—PRS agreement 
gets full approval 


WEST LANCASHIRE.—* Considering the fright which we all had 
at the beginning of the year when the Performing Right Society put forward 
a claim for fees based on a percentage of actual net takings, our sincere 
thanks are due to the officers of the CEA on having negotiated an agree- 
ment which shows understanding of the financial position of exhibitors.” 
said J. F. Dobson at the December meeting at the Opera House, Blackpool. 
F. Fennell presided. 

An explanation was given of the terms of the PRS—CEA agreement, 
based on the money-holding capacity of the theatre, multiplied by the 
number of performances in the year. To this figure was applied the 
Board of Trade percentage figure which gave the ratio of percentage of 
capacity filled to capacity available. 

It was stated that in no case would cinemas with a seating capacity 
not exceeding £20, £30 or £40, or even £50 and giving 16 performances a 
week pay more than the present fees. Cinemas giving more than 20 per- 
formances would pay a small increase. Details were given of the fees 
applicaNle to the larger capacity theatres. 

“ The Officers of CEA have done a well-worth-while job.” said Mr. 
Dobson. The CEA case was helped by the tribunal decision in the dance 
hall case.” 

The question was raised as to the position of an exhibitor who gave a 
limited number of extra cartoon shows in summer morths. The chairman 
expressed the opinion that as the cinema was not in the news theatre 
category, he assumed cartoon shows would come under the heading of 
children’s matinees. The return called for referred to “ normal perfor- 
mances.”” 

One clause in the agreement provides for the payment of a discount by 
the PRS to the CEA based on the strength of CEA membership:—* The 
PRS would be willing that up to two-fifths of the discount should be 
payable to the association in recognition of the work done by the associa- 
tion, both from the point of view of negotiating the agreement and current 
detailed work, the remainder being for the benefit of the exhibitor, subject 
always to payment of fees due within 30 days.” (The secretary was asked 
to obtain clarification of this.) 

Levy Toll.—On the subject of the production levy, the chairman quoted 
figures relating to one cinema for the period October 1, 1958, to September 
30, 1959. The sum paid in levy was £2.779. In that time the cinema had 
five second-run British films and four British re-issue films. “ That is al! 
1 got for £2,779 levy,” added Mr. Fennell. “1 feel rather bitter about 
it. Perhaps some of our members were even worse off.”

STARK sociological melodrama, adapted from 
Nevil Shute’s best-seller. Unfolded in the year 
1964, at deals with Australian reaction to slow, 
but certain, death from atomic fall-out, following 
the rest of the world’s annihilation during hydro- 
gen bomb war involving Russia and America 
The shrewdly assorted leading characters, bril- 
liantly portrayed by a hand-picked cast, are de- 
ployed in circumstances that shatter the crazy 
illusion, widely fostered, that universal peace can 
be maintained merely through intimidation. Its 
melancholy predictions are relieved by tender, 
amusing and exciting asides and these not only 
give the play balance, but also sharpen its point. 
Challenging and thought provoking, “On The 
Beach " is big enough to defy and conquer estab- 
lished box-office canons. Outstanding star off- 
beat offering. 


Story.—Dwight Towers, captain of the Ameri- 
can nuclear powered submarine Sawfish, puts into 
Melbourne, after the destruction of the Northern 
hemisphere by atomic blast. Deadly radio-active 
fall-out is expected to reach Australia within five 
months, but mysterious tappings heard on the 
radio suggest that there is still life in the war 
zone. Dwight, who feels sure his wife and children 
are dead. is ordered to take the Sawfish under 
the South Pole and investigate. Lieutenant Peter 
Holmes, an Australian officer, married to Mary, 
pretty mother of his baby daughter, and Julian 
Osborn, a conscience-stricken physicist, join the 
Sawfish. Before they sail, Peter and Mary throw 
a shindig for Dwight and he meets Moira David- 
son, a beautiful, though hard-drinking, young 


woman. The two soon become strongly attached. 
In due course, the party sights the American 
coast, but finds San Francisco deserted. The 
Sawfish sadly returns to Australia, where the 
populace prepares for the worst. Dwight and 
Moira are drawn even closer together, Julian 
seeks distraction in motor car racing, and Peter 
and Mary, consumed by dread for their baby, 
console each other. According to their tempera- 
ments, the rest turn either to revelry or religion, 
but all welcome Government rations of pills that 
will save them from lingering death. Finally, 
Dwight’s crew demands that the Sawfish leaves 
for America. Moira waves goodbye from the 
beach. 

Production.—The picture subtly drives home 
its anti-nuclear war propaganda by showing how 
various people are likely to “take wu” if and 
when it comes. It contains no mock heroics nor 
cowardly squeals, but the comparative com- 
posure of all concerned speaks volumes. Gregory 
Peck displays masterly restraint as Dwight, Ava 
Gardner reveals unsuspected acting ability as 
Moira, Fred Astaire excels himself as the 
“guilty ’’ Julian, and Anthony Perkins and 
Donna Anderson wring many a tear from the 
script as Peter and Mary. Its supporting char- 
acters, too, are finely etched. Hope and despair 
evenly alternate as the film’s message emerges, 
and its apposite scenes of gaiety, compelling 
romantic touches and a terrific car race, high- 
lighted by spectacular crashes, make the lesson 
bearable. So does its jolly theme song. “ Waltz- 
ing Matilda.” Definitely a disturbing melodrama, 
but, let's face it, one that had to be made.
